Richardson's Farm is rich with history 


WILMINGTON - Any open 
piece of farmland in 
Wilmington is a rare gem these 
days. Just about everything has 
been developed into subdivi- 
sions, be they residential or 
industrial. 

One remaining farm is the 
Richardson place on Woburn 
Street. Although much of the 
farm was taken during the con- 
struction of Route 93 nearly 50 
years ago, the house and gar- 
dens remain. 

The warrant for the annual

As we drove 
along Woburn Street, we would 
always see a few cows either 
next to or in a small pond at the 
side of the road, just north of 
the house.

At that time, the farm was run 
by Alvin Richardson. Besides 
the cows, he kept a market gar- 
den and cut some lumber. I can 
remember going there to buy 
tomato seedlings for the gar- 


American history was memori- 
alized with prayer, song and 
words, the event moved from. 
the House chamber to the sec- 
ond level near the Hall of 
Flags. At this site of the State 
House, the famous painting, 
which depicts three firefighters 
raising the United States flag at 
Ground Zero in New York City, 
was unveiled.

Selectmen offer 
support for 
Master Plan

WILMINGTON - At its meet- 
ing on Monday, March 25, the 
majority of the Board of 
Selectmen approved its support 
for the Master Plan, giving the 
document some momentum as 
it makes its way to the Annual 
Town Meeting next month. 

The affirmative vote followed 
a debate that evolved after 
Planning and Conservation 
Director Lynn Duncan and 
Master Plan Committee Co- 
Chair Kevin Brander asked the 
selectmen for their support 
Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Cain and fellow board members 
Scott Garrant, George Hooper 
and Robert Palmer offered 
their support for what Director 
Duncan called the “guide to 
manage future growth” and 
vowed to stand up for the plan 
at the Town Meeting on 
Saturday, April 27. 

The Master Plan is the prod- 
uct of more than two years of 
effort on the part of a wide vari- 
ety of people in town, residents 
among them, who sought to 


craft a document that would 
help ensure the preservation of 
open space and manage devel- 
opment in the years to come. 
As Duncan describes it, the 
Master Plan is “not a legally 
binding document,” so it “will 
not usurp the authority of Town 
Meetings.” 

In 1996, an advisory commit- 
tee that was appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen took a close 
look at the development and 
traffic and other matters in 
town that were presenting 
growing challenges to the com- 
munity. The committee exam- 
ined the Master Plan that had 
been established for 
Wilmington in 1970 and deter- 
mined that an update was need- 
ed. Therefore, the Master Plan 
Committee was formed during 
the autumn of 1998 and began 
working closely with the con- 
sulting firm Planners 
Collaborative, Inc. After count- 
less meetings, several public 
hearings, surveys and work-

She earned a 
bachelor’s degree from Yale Uni- 
versity in 1981 and a law degree 
from Boston University Law 
School in 1985. 

O’Brien has been around poli- 
tics for years. Her father, Edward 
O'Brien, is a member of the 
Governor’s Council, and her hus- 
band has served in the State Leg- 
islature and worked as a lobbyist. 
While in college O’Brien worked 
on the 1982 campaign of Demo- 
cratic U.S. Congressman from 
Springfield, Edward Boland. In 
1986 at age 27, after practicing law 
in Boston for a year, O’Brien ran 
for State Representative from 
Easthampton and won. She served 
three terms, ran for State Senate 
in 1994, and won. In 1994 she ran 
for State Treasurer and lost to 
Republican Joe Malone, but after 
three years of work in healthcare 
administration, O’Brien took a 
second shot at the Treasurer's post. 
In 1998 Malone left the seat open in 
what would be an unsuccessful bid 
for the Republican nomination for 
Governor. O’Brien earned the 
Democratic nomination, and the 
voters elected her State Treasurer. 
O'Brien says she has proven her- 
self worthy of the task and hopes 
the people will give her a chance 
to show what she can do as Gover- 
nor. 

As an Ivy League-educated, 
smalltown kid who has climbed 
the political ladder one rung at a 
time, O'Briensays she knows what 
Massachusetts needs and how to 


didates who agree to fund-raising 
and spending restrictions. O’Brien 
originally filed to run as a Clean 
Elections candidate, but turned to 
“traditional methods,” she said, 
when the Legislature’s unwilling- 
ness to fund the law “left her in 
limbo.”

Question: What is the most 
important issue facing Massachu- 
setts, and what will youdo about it 
as Governor? 

O'Brien: The most important 
thing is to reenergize the state 
economy and make sure people 
have the opportunity to get good 
jobs to support their families, One 
of the best ways to do this is to get 
a great education system, not just 
k-12 but adult education, so people 
canreceive the training they need 


c) No more than $750 million, 
probably less, of the stabilization 
account should be spent. 

d) The Legislature should not 
defer making pension payments 
because this would end up costing 
us more later. 

e) Weshould try a tax amnesty 
program togetmoney from people 
who aren't paying their taxes be- 
cause they won't be able to afford 
the penalty.

Question: What are your posi- 
tions on the death penalty and 
abortion? 

O'Brien: I’m pro-choice; I sup- 
port Roe v. Wade. And I oppose 
the death penalty. 

Question: What would youdo to 
improve healthcare in Massachu- 
setts? 

O'Brien: Besides using the 
State’s purchasing power to keep 
drug costs down (mentioned 
above) I would increase the ciga- 
rette tax to help raise $225 million 
to expand affordable access to 
health insurance. I don’t support a 
single-payer system because we 
can’t do this in one big gulp, but I 
do think we should sure up our 
free care pool. 

Question: What would you do 
about the Big Dig? What should 
past Governors have done? 

O'Brien: Areport fromthe U.S. 
Inspector General said former 
Governors Bill Weld and possibly 
Paul Cellucci knew about the over- 
runs.

Question: Your: husband, Mr. 
Hayes, has worked as a lobbyist, 
and he has done work for Enron. 
What exactly did he do for Enron, 
and did you as State Treasurer 
have anything to do with the State 
Pension Fund’s investment in 
Enron stock, which resulted in a 
substantial loss? 

O'Brien: My husband was a 
subcontractor working for another 
lobbying firm that did work for 
Enron when the State Legislature 
was deregulating the power indus- 
try. He never had anything to do 
with the pension fund. Massachu- 
setts has made some investments 
in Enron, but at that time my 
husband was not a lobbyist for 
Enron. Thefirst thing we (O’Brien 
and Hayes) did after I got elected 
State Treasurer was to sit down 
with a lawyer from the Ethics 
Commission to get clear guide- 
lines. The Ethics Commission, in 
fact, ruled on this issue that there 
were no ethical conflicts. 

Question: How much money and 
manpower does your campaign 
have? 

O’Brien: We havenine full-time 
people and $1.5 millioninthe bank.

Also, we need to 
do a better job of economic devel- 
opment. We have transportation 
problems, education problems, en- 
vironmental problems. We should 
be seeking out businessesto come. 
and expand in Massachusetts. As 
Governor I plan to reinstate the 
cabinet level position of Massa- 
chusetts Secretary of Economic 
Development. We have tobe more 
coordinated and become a busi- 
ness friendly climate. 

Question: Massachusetts faces 
a §2 billion budget shortfall in 
fiscal 2003. What needs to be done 
to balance the State budget: a) 
Increasing or halting the voter 
approved reduction in the state 
income tax? b) Cutting spending 
or jobs? c) Drawing on rainy day 
money? d) Deferring payments 
toward the unfunded pension li- 
ability? e) Other ideas? 

O'Brien: a) We must freeze the 
reduction in the state income tax 
until the economic climate can 
better support a tax cut. 

b) Weshould implement a pre- 
ferred pricing mechanism that 
allows us to use the purchasing 
power of the Commonwealth to 
get cheaper prescription drugs. 
We could save $70 million. And in 
the lottery we made changes that 
cut our administrative costs. I 
think we could cut 3.5 percent in 
administrative costs right across 
theboardinstate government and 
save close to $100 million. There 
would be very little job loss; we'd 
just have to work harder.

Grants received to promote recycling

- State Representative James R 
Miceli has announced that the 
towns of Wilmington and 
~Tewksbury each received grants 
to promote recycling. The Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection 
awarded $3827 to Wilmington and 
$4603 to Tewksbury to be applied 
toward educational brochures that 
educate the community about a 
number of different environmen- 
tal issues 

“Recycling is one of the easiest 
things that a person can do to 
make a big impact on the environ- 
ment,” said Rep. Miceli. “By re- 
moving these products from the 
waste cycle, we lower the amount 
of trash we produce and the 
amounts of natural resources we 
tap. Recycling helps us to keep the 
earth sustainable.” 

DEP Commissioner Lauren Liss 
agrees. “By reducing waste and 
reclaiming raw materials, we are 
keeping our environment clean and 
our economy strong,” said DEP 
Commissioner Lauren A. Liss. 


“That is why it is so important that 
we continue investing in municipal 
and regional waste reduction and 
recycling programs.” 

Ten communities are receiving 
grants to implement chemical 
management programs within 
their schools.

the other the home of Alvin W. 
Richardson. According to Rev. 
Daniel K. Noyes, who prepared 
a history of the town in 1880, 
both were standing in 1730 
when the town was first incor- 
porated, 

Yet, over the door of the 
Richardson home, there used to 
be the numbers 1776 - symbol- 
ic, in most cases, of the year a 
house was built. The 1776 was 
put up by Nathan Bradley 
“Brad” Eames, and the towns- 
people a half-century ago 
(early 1900s) said it was a joke. 
The joke, it would seem, sym- 
bolized the rebirth of the home- 
stead in 1776, from Tory to 
Whig sympathies. 

In his historical addresses of 
1880, speaking of the year 1730, 
Rev. Noyes said: “That (house) 
occupied by N. Bradley Eames 
was the home of the Hathornes; 
and Mr. Pickering, (across the 
street) of an Evans. 

This is the evidence that the 
Richardson house was standing 
in 1730, and was not built 46 
years later. It is also evidence 
that the Allgrove house was 
standing at that time. (Mr. 
Evans, incidentally, built the 
pulpit in Wilmington’s first 
church. 

In the Wilmington Records of 
Births, Marriages and Deaths, 
the name Hathorn (without the 
e) first appears under births in 
1744, and under marfiages: in

Said Selectman Scott 
Garrant, “We were told that the 
audit was ongoing, but that no 
definitive results were avail- 
able as of yet.”

1744. No Hathorn ever seems to 
have died in Wilmington - or if 
he did so, no death was ever 
recorded. 

There were four or five fami- 
lies named Hathorn living in 
town in the time prior to 
Lexington and Bunker Hill, and 
at least two individuals had 
married and moved out of 
town. 

John and Esther Hathorn 
were the parents of eight chil- 
dren born between 1744 and 
1761, Ebenezer and Hephzibah 
had two, in 1759 and 1761 and 
Elezaer and Hephzibah (the 
same family? misspelling?) 
had three in 1763, 1766 and 1768. 
In addition to that, Collins and 
Sarah (Deane) had one in 1761. 
The Deane family lived in 
South Wilmington near what 
would be known as the App 
place. 

Samuel Hathorn married 
Grace Walker of Woburn in 
1741, and his widow, in 1760, 
married Caleb Eames. There is 
no record of Samuel's death; it 
was probably in Woburn. 

Elizabeth Hathorn married 
Edward Kendall in 1742. Both 
the Eames and the Kendall 
families were of good Whig 
stock, it should be recorded, 
and performed military duties 
for Wilmington and Woburn 
during the Revolution. 

But the Hathorn family disap- 
peared from Wilmington town 
records about 1776. » 
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‘Selectmen offer support for Master Plan 


Town Counsel 
Newhouse has told Town 
Manager Michael Caira and 
McCoy that he does not believe 
that conflicts of interest exist 
because he does not feel that 
Master Plan Committee mem- 
bers are to be considered spe- 
cial municipal employees.

In the town meeting of July 
14, 1774, the town ordered the 
town treasurer to pay the full 
amount assessed upon 
Wilmington for the support of 
the Continental Congress, then 
in session. It also chose a “com- 
mittee to draw up a Solemn 
League and Covenant” for the 
freeholders and other inhabi- 
tants of the Town of 
Wilmington. Appointed to this 
committee were two men who 
were subsequently captains of 
the Minute Men, Cadwallader 
Ford, Jr. and Timothy Walker. 
Also appointed were John 
Hathorn, Lieut. Ebenezer 
Jones and Joshua Eames. Two 
weeks later, the committee 
made its report to another town 
meeting, a report which was 
unanimously adopted, and a 
committee was appointed to get 
signatures to the Covenant. 

In four of five names, it was 
the same committee. The fifth 
name was subsequently 
scratched out in the report, 
seemingly by the town clerk of 
that day, and there is a note 
that a member of the commit- 
tee which had been appointed 
to draw up the Covenant had at 
the last moment, refused to 
sign it.

share his experiences 


The year was 1946: American 
Jews had been called upon to vol- 
unteer to assist in the relocation of 
Holocaust survivors to Israel, then 
known as Palestine. Frank Lavine 
was one such American; he was 
called upon to help sail 4,500 Holo- 
caust survivorson the famous ship, 
Exodus 

This unimaginable story began 
in Chesapeake Bay, with are-tooled 
steamboat that traveled from there 
to France and then to Italy, where 
the ship picked up 4,500 survivors 
and began the journey to Pales- 
tine. However, 25 miles from the 
coast of Haifa (a northern city in 
Palestine), British soldiers stormed 
the ship. Palestine, still a British 
colony, needed to be protected from 
“illegal immigrants,” and these 
survivors were considered to be 
such. 

After trying to stand their 
ground, the American crew and 
the Holocaust survivors were over- 
powered and then transferred to a 
British ship, which returned them 
to Europe. France offered the sur- 
vivors the opportunity to become 
French citizens, but the passen-

Preserve the Whitefield School 


Dear Editor: 

Let me express, in the stron- 
gest terms possible, my support 
for the preservation of the 
Whitefield School building and is 
surrounding grounds. 

Like so many youngsters 
brought up in North Wilmington 
half a century ago, I have fond and 
intimate memories of the place. 
After an absence of many decades, 
I visited Wilmington last Septem- 
ber and was overwhelmed to see 
the Town's growth, its many im- 
provements, and its prosperity 
However, I was also shocked by 
the absence of so many old monu- 
ments and historic sites that were 
taken for granted while we grew 
up and passed among them, but 
are now no longer present 

Along with a number of class- 
mates, I revisited the Whitefield 
School with its charming 19th cen- 
tury architecture, and was aston- 
ished to see how well the magnifi- 
cent old building has been main- 
tained. How fortunate the commu- 
nity is to have such a graceful 
impressive structure majest'cally 
commanding such dn historic site. 
(I well recall the “Whitefield Elm 
Marker” - now missing - across 
from the Whitefield playground.) 
These symbols of character in- 


stilled a sense of pride in 
Wilmington, the quality of its 
people, and the splendid historical 
legacy to which the Town was heir 

Surely, it would be a great trag 
edy for the Town's people to per 
mit the historic building to be torn 
down. Functionally preserving the 
Whitefield site can provide the pos 
sibility of showcasing the Town's 
rich heritage, going back not only 
to the gay 90's but also to the 1700s 
And, it would also make feasible 
the physical restoration of the 
Town's distinctive icon...the 
Whitefield elm. 

Over a century ago, the City of 
New York made the equivalent of 
a moon shot: they created Central 
Park. It could never be done today 
(can you picture Manhattan with 
out Central Park?), but they had 
the vision and foresight to look into 
the future and preserve a dream 
Civic pride must be stirred. People 
must understand how important 
this is to Wilmington, and what a 
jewel the Town really holds in its 
hands! 

The following suggestion would 
seem to be a reasonable course of 
action for the Town's authorities to 
prescribe.

Local woman competes in Washington, D.C. Marathon 


White runs for the roses

Almost 6,000 people ran in the 
first ever Washington D.C. Mara- 
thon on Sunday and Wilmington 
resident Coreen White was among 
the elite. 

The 28-year-old graduate of 
Billerica High and Fitchburg State 
College finished eighth among fe- 
‘males with a time of 3:10:49. Her 
time placed her sixth in the 25-29 
Memale age group and also put her 
{in the top 115 among all competi- 


The winning female time of 
2:54:29 was turned in by Victoria 
Mills of Atlanta. 

For White, whose best mara- 
thon time of 3:07:45 was recorded 
during one of her three turns at 
the Boston Marathon, the inaugu- 
ral Washington race was a little 
disappointing. 

“I was on pace to do a little 
better than the last one,” said 
White, who has also run at the 
Clarence De Mar in Keene, N.H. 
“Then with about four miles left, I 
started to get some musclespasms 


and I finished with my 3:10:49. It 
was a good race, but at the end I 
was a little disappointed.” 

White has a feeling she knows 
why the spasms, which she had 
never sufiered before, started. 

“I think I was a little dehy- 
drated,” said White, who felt the 
spasms in her right calf and upper 
right leg. “You have to drink 
enough water and I think itstarted 
so early in the morning, 7 a.m., I 
didn’t get to drink enough water 
before the start and that might 
have been why.” 

‘The weather was a little nippy 
for running, but White knew how 
to combat the cold. 

“I just dressed in layers,” said 
White. “I took stuff off as I went, 
throwing them to the side. It was 
all right if you dressed in layers.” 

White started her love of long- 
distance running in high school 
and carried it on to college. 

“T like to stay in shape and 
running with a group of people is 
a great way to stay in shape and 
talk to your friends while you do 
it,” said White. 

After she graduated, White 
looked for ways keeprunning com- 


* petitively. 


“A friend of mine asked me if I 
wanted to run one (a marathon) 
and we ran a half one and then I 
decided it'd be fun to try a full 
one,” said White. 

Inadditionto qualifying for the 
marathons, White has joined a 
couple of running clubs. When she 
first started, she joined the Greater 


Lowell Road Race club. She’s now 
a member of the Whirlaway Rac- 
ing Team based in Methuen. 

“Wedoother races,” said White. 
“I pretty much do all the dis- 
tances, 5K to half marathon.” 

She runs all year long, but only 
one marathon per calendar year. 
White's training takes place 
mostly on the weekends. 

“I usually do longer runs for 
two months before a marathon,” 
said White. “Once I start to do the 
marathon (training), once a week 
Irun about 18-22 miles.” 

Then there's a little more to 
her regimen. 

“Lrun five to six days a week,” 
said White. “At least one day I try 
to do a speed workout. For the 
marathon, I try and doa 10-minute 
run at the pace I’d like to do the 
marathon in. It’s kind of speed 
and endurance together.” 

The week before the marathon 
also requires White to follow a 
regimen. 

“I try to take it easy,” said 

White. “Last week I took a couple 
of days off. And I try to eat a lot of 
pasta and chicken for protein.” 
. Shetookit easy before therace, 
but turned up the jets during the 
competition. With her 2002 mara- 
thon behind her, White now looks 
ahead to future races. 

“I'd like to someday do all the 
big ones,” said White. “I won't do 
another one for a year or so, but 
T'll see if I can do Chicago and 
New York and stuff.”

Over ten years ago the NCECP was founded as the National Coalition for Early Childhood 
Professionals. In that period the mission and name were altered to the National Coalition for 
Educational and Cultural Programs but the need for some of the original Programs may be 


returning. 


NCECP founder and director Diane Edwards of Lynnfield said, "(The agency) came about 
at a time when the state budget had been cut. One line item cut was training for early child- 


hood teachers." 


Because that group of educators is traditionally low-paid, Edwards dug into her own cof- 
fers and designed a training program to replace the ones taught in some colleges. fe 


"T offered training to people 
who couldn't afford the tradi- 
tional channels such as col- 
leges," Edwards said. 

She added, "When I first 
started it was just one person 
trying to make a difference." 

That concept is just one of 
the many things that has 
changed at Stoneham based 
NCECP. The agency now has 
four teachers on part-time 
staff and a six member Board 
of Directors described by 


Edwards as "very dedicated." 

However, reflecting on 
today's economy and the bud- 
get cuts being ordered by the 
Swift Administration, Edwards 
said, "It has almost come full 
circle. The (state) coffers are 
going dry again." 

The funding no longer 
comes just from Edwards’ 
pocket; it is also derived from 
some state grants and dona- 
tions from many people. She 
noted that the job of the Board
